Subject: The Byelorussians 


Adgupt 4, 1952 


I had A call yesterday from Mr. Abraachik who cane to Munich 
in great seoreoy. He wasted to see ae hat asked ae not to 
tell anybody he was in town. I talked to hia at hie hotel. 

Ble purpose of coming was to oala the Muni oh Byelorussians 
who got very exalted about the threat of the Ukrainian Bada 
of denouncing Byelorussians for cooperation with us. It 
seeas that the local leader, Sr. Stankerloh, was contacted 
by the Ukrainian Bada and told that unless the Byelorussians 
sewered their connection with the lasrlcan Ooaaittee, they 
would be attacked in the Ukrainian press for selling their 
national ideals. They also told hia that the Ukrainians 
were organising a coordinating Center in eoapotltlon with 
cure* a Center that will exclude the Sus elans. The Engl 1 ah 
general fuller and Stetako are supposed to arrive here in 
about a week and will help organise that Center. The Byele** 
rasalams were naked to join that Center. Dr. 8 tanker! ch waa 
shown a letter froa a leader of another group of Byelorussians 
Mr. tatiueuki, who offered to participate in the Ukrainian 
Cantor if the Buselane were exoluiot* In ■/ pocket X had 
a letter froa the Ostrowski group addressed to the lasrlcan 
Ooaaittee a copy of which I aa attaching hereto. As you 
seo this is a strongly russephile letter. In other words, 
Ostrowski is anxious to join sous body and does not care 
whoa be joins. As the letter wee addressed to us and ooplea 
were sent to aany organisations, X felt free to show the 
letter to Mr. Abreachlk. Be thought that at sons future 
date If we consent , he say nee this letter In an attack an 
Ostrowski if the latter joins the Ukrainian Center. Mr. 
Abrgaehlk told ae that he was able to oala his friends here 
and ocarina e thga of the necessity of eeoperatlng with us. 

Mr.ASatsachik told ae that Mr. felntaadse was organising a 
bloe ef nationalities in Paris which would include organise** 
tions not cooperating with ns new but whoa he intends to 
bring into the Center. They would include the Ukrainians, 
the Baehnaka, other groups of forth Caucasians and others, 
and he would like the Ahraaohlk group to join that bloc . 

X hare heard ruaors of !sintsadse*a activities in this 
field and there is considerable reeentaent among the nation- 
alities here. In particular Mr. Artorkhasor (Kunta), the 
head ef 3X150, found out that Taintaadse waa negotiating 
with ether North Caucasians who had been in opposition both 
to 0X150 and to the American Ooaaittee. Ae ArtorkhaaoT waa 
net even informed of eneh secret negotiations , he told Tein- 
tsadae bluntly what he thought of hia methods. Their 
conversation ended in a friendly way but the suspicion of 
Tsintsadae'a activities la spreading.
